obtained such a hold on the people of East- 
ern Canada that nothing but the lack of funds 
will prevent every acre in the country from 

being locked up. This being the case the

It 
is impossible to refrain from comparing this 
rigid performance of severe duties on the 
part of one of the representatives of the 
general government in this North-West with 
the utter lack of the performance of any duty 
on the part of our Lieut.-Governor and Indi- 
an Commissioner; or to refrain from giving 
credit to the man who fulfils his duty, In 
the changes that are likely to be made short- 
ly in the North-West, we bespeak for Colonel 
Richardson the best consideration of the 
sovernment as a man who has filled a position 
of yreat responsibility and delicacy,as well as 
hardship, creditably to himself and satisfac- 
torily to the community,

_The exercises were opened by the choir 
singing “‘ Hark the herald angels sing !” fol- 
lowed by a prayer by the pastor of the chureh 
Rev. Mr. Sanderson. 
An address to the parents was given 
by the pastor, showing the importance of the 
Sabbath Sohool. He then addressed the chil- 
dren particularly, and illustrated by an anec- 
dote, which he said was the best method of 
instructing children, the important place 
which they occupy in the church as well as in 
the world.
